The Penbody Familv.

The Paybodyswere ananclent Lelcostershire family,
one member of which, Francis Payoody, (n the yoar
1605, at the age of twenty.one, pmbirked at London
for New Eogland, and tually settied ot Topsileld, in
Massachuscits, whore he ercoted g mansion house,
and bullt & mwill, both of which are still standing.
Francis Paybody was pronunent o Topsiield on ne-
count both of his wedlth and his u4elnlness, 1Dy hiy
wife Mary, daughter of Heginald Foster, he had
fourteen chlldren.  His eldest gon was an ancestor,
in the fifth generation, of the millionnire philanthro-
plst,

George Penbody's Enrly Life.

George Peabody was born in the town of Danvers,
in Muassachusgetts, on the 18th of February, 1500, At
thut time, the period devoted fo edaeation wmong
thoee destined to an active business life was not
genernlly so long as it is In the present duy ; and this
was the case even In famlilies placed in more aMuaent
clrcumstances than wers the pareots of Goeorge Pea-
body. Hence, at the age of cleven, he
found himself established as clerk o Mr
Troctor, a grocer in his  natlve town,
and a man of sterling worth. At the age of lftesn,
he left Danvers to seek a wider aud more congenial
sphere Tor the business talents thut alveady began to
show themselves, But the unsettled nature of the
limes had cast a gloom over the commercinl world,
and the prospect was not very ioviting to the yonth-
ful adventurer. After living a year with his grand-
father, Mr. Dodge, In Thetford, Vermont, he went,
in the spring of 1511, to Newburyport, to be clerk ta
his brother, David Peabody, who had just opened
there o draper's shop. This servics, however, was
not of long duration. Soon alter his settlament, o
five (since known as the great fiee of Newburyport)
destroyed his brother's premises and property, along
with a considerable portion of the business part of
the town.

In Business ni Georvgetown, . C,

Left thus again w.thout employment, George Pen-
Lody jolned his uncle, John Peabody, who (likewise
a sufferer by the disaster in Newboryport, where he
had for years been an extensive ship-owner) now
established himself in Georgetown, In the District of
Columbia, with the hope of rebailding his shattered
fortune. This took pluce in 1512, Though stil lonly in
his seventeenth year, the management of the bnsi-
ness mainly devolved upon the nephew, in whose
nume it was conduacted ; and daring the two years of
1iis pssoclation, he gave still cledarer proofs thao
bedore of his adaptation to commercinl parsuita,

A Brielf Cnrcer as n Saldier.

During the eavlier portlon of hig resbdence (n
Georgetown, Mr, Peabody responded promptiy to the
call of his conntry. The threatened war with Great
Britain was then ineyitable, for the Dritish neet and
ascended the Potomac and wad wenncing the na-
tional capital The patriotlsm of the young mer-
chant was aroused, and although he had not yot
reached the age at which military sepvice could be
Imposed, he jolned 4 volunteer company of artillery,
and goon found himeel!f on duly at Fort Warburton,
which commanded fhe river approach to Washing-
ton. The expected nttack was hot, howevaer, made;
and Mr, Peabody returned to the peacelul, and to
him more cougenial, avoeations of bualness. Por
this service, togethor with a previous shorl service
at Newburyport, Mr Peabody, o shiort thine previons
to his death, recelved onc of the grants of oue hun-
dred acres of land bestowed under certali comdi-
tiong, by act of Congress, upon the defenders of the
republic at this perflous time,

In Business nt Baltlmore,

The aalrs of the partnership with his ancle did
not prosper as the ambitious young merchant de-
gired, and he soon gaw that, if he remalned o it, he
would become responaible tor debts that he had not
contracted. At the end of Lwo vears, therefore, he
withdraw froin the concern and formoed o business
assoclation which was destined to Luy the foundstion
of liis princely fortune. He éntersd Into parinership
with Mr. Elisha Riggs, in the whotesale ory goods
business, the capltal being farulshod by Mr, Riges,
whilo Mr, Peabody assumed the notive management
of the atalra of the coneern. The new enterpriss
proved gucocssful from the start, and in 1516 the
lirm removed from Georgetown to Daithmore. In a
few yeara the business had gssoged such propor-
tiops that in 1392 hraoneh astublishments wore opened
in Phlledelphin and New York city.,  In the year 1540
Mr. RRiggs rotired from the partuership, and Mr.
Peabody becwme the nominal ps well as the getasl
head of the business, My, Riggs, in hia retirement,
lopk up his residence in New York elby, where he
died in 1864, leaving a pume highly respected and
lionored,

It was In 1827 that Mr, Peabody made Wis Dest jonr-
ney to Barope, whither he went for the purpose of
purchasing goods. O the retirement of Mr, Riggs
from the firm, it became negessary f[or him o mako
Ausugl visits to the O Waorld, and frequently he
Wis entrustod by the State of Maryland with fmpor-
tant inanclal negotiations on its hehadl, all of which
worae conduoted by him o an eigluently sue
wnd snusiactory manner,

Becomes n Healdent of London.

Early o 1837 ne removed 10 Eagland, but stil
malntaioed his asgociation with the Orm of Peabaly,
Riggs & Co,, nottl the year 1540, whea Uie pariner-

hip was dissolyod,

The charncter of the bosioess in which Mr, 'cn-
body cnteved on Wis withdyawal from the tirm of
Peabody, Higgs & Uo,, has beon generally Known 1n
this country a8 that of a bankef, but, accorling to
whe clussiication asesd in Bpglish  commercial and
nuancial clreles, this 18 erroneouns, He naver trans-
scted o regular banking busloess, nccording to the
Engligh acceptution of the term.  Although the two
countries le-uln e sme languaage, tho designutions
of thevarions clagses of business in England and
the United States diger. The merchant nere (5 the
warehonseman o Eogland, and the merelhant there
is the bunker here. Weo have 0o tradesmen s o

On more than one occasion during his early busi-
ness career in England, Mr, Peabody's judgment,
tntegrity, and vast inancinl resonrces have heen of
eminent public service, both to his native land and
to the land of his adoption, During the commeroial
crisis In 1836, he was made, under an act of the
Maryland Assembly, one of three commissioners to
negotiate a loan for that State  The transaction was
sucoessfiully completed. In recognition of this and
other services, the General Assembly of Maryland,
in 1848, expressed in public resolutions the oblign-
tlons of the State to hinn  In 1851 he also bore the
entire expenpse of arranging the American depart-
ment of the Great Iuternational Exhibition of Lon.
don, and in the following year, when Mr. Henry
Grinnell generously offered his vessel, the Advance,
for o sccond expedition, under Dr, Kane, tothe
Arctic seas, In search of Sir Jehn Frankiing Mr. Pea-
body again came forward with his liberality, and by
A gift of §10,000 defrayed the expenscs of the voyage.

Mr. Peabody's first capital stroke in reputation
was made on the 4th of July, 1551, The old gradge
of England towards her revolted colonies rematned,
Seventy-flve years had not wiped ont the disgrace,
The Times held up to ridicale our meagre show in
the Exhibition, Purach caricatured our industrial
products, the Royal Commission had given us bat a
stinted welcome, and the cold shoulder was turned
to our exhibitors in nearly all public entertalnments,
To change all this Mr, Peabody proposed to give to
Americans and Englishmen on the day of our
nutional anniversary the grand fefe of the season,
He guggested his plan to Mr, Lawrenee, who, before
committing himgell {o {ts favor, lald it before the
Duke of Welllngton, 1t met the Duke's approval, and
he prowdsed to give it his heavty co-operation. No
greater snecess was ever aclileved. WIllIS™ rooms, the
fomons Almack’s, the lady patronesses of which were
the Duohess of Norfolk, the Marchlonesses “of Ely,

| Londonderty, an?t Westminster, the Countesses ol

Jepsey, Kinnonll, and Lichtield, Viscountess Palmer-
ston, and Lady Clinton, whose rules proscribed the
introduction of any lady whom o patronessa did not
visit, or any gentleman who was not preseated by a
lady whose name was on her visiting 11at, ware ob-
tained for the occagion by the indnence of the “lron
Duke." The programime prescribed g concert snd
an agsembly, The operatic corps of Her Majesty's
Theatye, inclading Grisi, Alboni, Viardoy, and Mario,
wus eogiged. The ball-room, 100 feet by 40, deco-
rated_with gilt colnmng and pllasters, classic me-
dulllong and mwirrors, was lighted by five hundred
wax lights In cut glass lustres., The entertalnment
was elogant and profuse. When ([t became Known
that the Duke of Wellington was 1o be present, every
The elite of the nris
tocruey not only accepted but sought invitations

unaccustomed to dictation, after “The Day we
Celebrate” had been drink, proposed, with the usual
complimentary preface, “The Health of her Ma-
jesty Queen Victorin.” The toast was received
coldly, Mr, Slokles and his friends refusing to honor
it, and immediately withdrawing from the table.
An acrimonious controversy followed in newspapers
and pamphlets, exclting a bitterness of feeling which
never entirely subsided,
He Founds the Danvers Tnstltnte.

In the year 1852, when the cltizens of his native
town, Danvers, celebrated the hundredth year of
thelr corporate existence, Mr. Peabody, thongh un-
able to be present at thelr festivities, gave o tangi-
ble proof of his interest in them, by presenting a gif
of 20,000 to found an institnte and Hbrary for the
venetlt of the people, To this annlversary gift he
subsequently wided lurge donations, amoununting in
all, along with the original sam, 10 apwards of
$200,000,

The Panic of 1N37.

Although hig commereial petivity was uninterrapted
from the time of his entrance into the partnership
with Mr, Riggs, and he never encountered a single
reverse, Mr. Peabody at times found himseif in dim-
cult circumstances, the most noticeable occasion of
this charncter oceurring during the great panic of
1887, The fnancial storm was hurrying across the

Atlantle, Thlings of commercinl disastera in the
United States, ke scuds that herald the tornado,
came almost dally. Trust companies had guspended
payment, rallroad bonds, eity secarities, and State
stocks hod failed to meet their Indebtedness; orders
for the shipment of goods were countermanded ; old-
established importing honses had stopped payment;
and remittapces from America, without which, like
the sunshine and dew withdrawn from vegeta-
tion, the produetions of Englund lauguish and
dle, cepred to arrive, Fo snfdden o financial crisla
had never been known. To every firm in Karope
dolug business with America it threatened serions
calamity, The provinelal towns of England felt the
ahock frat, end seccounts of the disasters filled the
tocal columns of the conntry newspapers, The
largest mannfacturers of Manchester, Birmingham,
and Shemteld were iaditicnities, Banks in the me-
trapolis began to refuse discount, ani the prime
gtocke in Capel Court beeame worthless to secure
advances, Rumors pitecting the oldest honses of
London were in clreulation, Tt was saul that the
Barings had hesitated to accept the Lbills of thelr
forcign  correspondents; that Sir Lionel Roths-
ehild  hod  been  refused accominodations  at
the Bank of England, and that Overend,
Gurney & Co, were declining to receive the most
approved commercial paper, Peabody & Co, sharved
largely in the general distrust.  For several days
they were supposed to be tottering. A thonsand ru-
mors were nfloat, and even the city artlele of the
Tiwnes encournged susploion regarding “an import.
ant American firm."” It was the occasion of all
others to try the virtue of golvency., Instead of
battling with phantoms, Mr, Peabody went to the
iirectors of the Bank of England, made an exact
statement of his aifairs, and exhibited his gecarities,
No higher encominm was ever passed on the integ-
rity of & commerein! man than when, by unanimons
vole, the Board advanced on Mr. Peabody’s obliga-
tions a milllon pounds sterling.

His First Visit to His Noative Conntry,
aftar his removal to England, occurted in 1857, alter
an absence of nearly twenty years. Doriog this
visit he carrled out an intention formed long befors,
of founding inthe cl-y of Baltimore an institution
upon 4 much larger scole than that established [n
the town of his birth,

He Founds the Peabody Institute at Baltimore,

The schome Was [0 comprise a large [ree library,
the periodical dellvery of lectures by emioent lite-
rary and solentific men, an soadvmy of musle, s gal-
lery of art, and accommodation for the Maryland
Historioal Socloty. For this purpose he gave ga0),-
B0, to which he nt one time added $200,000, in 15668
glving an additional §500,000, and agaio, duriug his
VISIE 10 this country IAst suinmer, $400,000 more.

The latter donation consisted of three homlred
thousand dollars of Tennessee six per cent. bonds
and one hundred thousand dollars of Vieginis six
per cent. boruds,  This sam was designed by the
donor for the ercction of a bullding similar to and
ndjoining the present institation, the site for which
I8 Already purchused. Aoy ramainder of the above
amonnt after the construction of the new b Hiding
18 to be applied o ngullery of patnting and senlptare,
Mr. Peabody, In u Jetter making the donation, re-
ferred to the pecuniary diticalties of Tennessee,
it expressed conlldence In the great natnral re
sources of the State and high sense of howor of her
people, and advised the trustees to Keep these bonds
for thie present, as they are Inereasing in value, and,
when necessary, to dispose of the highest-priced
United Stptes bonds held by the trustees,

The cornersstone of the fHrst bullding was Iald (o
1588, but the completion of the stracture was delayoed
for some yoars by the unscettled stute of the country,
In Nis lotter to the trastees, he amorded o glimpse of
his large-learted benevolence and aniversal sympia-
thies, Towards the conelnsion, e §alay—

My enrnest wish to promote, at all times, a spirit
of hiarmony snd good-will ln soclety, my aversion 1o
intalerance, blgotry, and purty rancor, nnd my ens
during respect und love for the happy Insttations of
Our prosperoud republio, impel me to express the
wish that the institute I have proposed to you shall
alwayhs be strictly guardod against the possibility of
belng muade & theatre for the dissemination or dis-
cukslon of sectarian theology or party politics; that
It shall never mintster, In any manner whatever, to
political dissension, to Inddelity, to vislonury theories
Of @ pretended phillosophy, which way be alimed at the
subversion of the approved morals of soclety; that
it shall never lend (8 ald or infinence to the propaga-
[l*}l of oplnions tending to ereate or SUCOUraGY sedc,
il Jealougies in our happy couutry, or whigh
may lead to the allenation ortgo people of one State
or section of the Unlon from those of another, but
that it shall be 8o conducted, throughout its whole
oarecr, is (0 tench political snd religious charlty,

toleration, and beneficence, and prove {tssif Lo he
inall contingencles and conditions, the troe friend
of our luestimable Union, of the galutary institutions
of free government, and of liberty regulated by law,"

During his Drat sojourn in the United States, towny

and pablic bodies vied with each other in seoking to
hemer thelr distinguished conntryman. With his
characteriatic modesty, Mr, Penbpdy deciined all
guch proposale, with one exception—that of hid na-
iive town. The enthusiastic recoption he met with
from the people of Dunvers ins left aa impresalon on
all concerned that will not soon be eiaced, Ie re-
turned to England in 1865,
s Gift o the Poor of London.

A few yeurs after his return Lo London, he sa
anout giving effect to his long-cherished intention
of doing something for the poor of Lomdon, Whether
we consider the princely magoituids of the gift, or
the wise application that his been made of [ this
sohome of benevolenes 12 one of the grandest on re-
cord, elther In ancient of modern times, The sums
pestowed, and the dates of thelr pnnoanesment, arg
ns follows:—March 12, 1868, £160,000; January 20,
1900, Cloo,000: and Decomber 5, 100, ()
muking a total of £550,000, given “to amoliorate the
condition of the poor” of London. Tals almost une-
paralleled, goneropity awakened a grateful respons
i e hearts of Enghlishmen. Unfortunately, o one
grnse, thoagh not in wnother, It was not ey 1o lal
a tungible mode of expressing tho deop gratitude
and gentine admiration thut had beén aronsed in
the community, The same fociings that led Mr. Pea.
body to decline the public acknowledgments of the
cities of s native lnnd In 15587, prevented him (rom
pecepting the  honors which were ready to
showered upon him. The freedom of the eily Wus
bestowed upon him by the Corporation of London:
and acknowledgments from many other pablic bodles
were freely offered,  Arrapgements were aiso eps
tebed into for the erectivn of his statae, The only
oceasion on which he appesred fn public was at the
cloge of the Working-Clagses' Exhibition in the
Gulldhall, in 1606, when he received a most enthusi-
astic recoption.

MNecopnition of s Generosity To England.

But this did not satisfy the gratitcnde of the Eug-
Heh nation, and o few yeara ago [t wae propossd to
confer upon Mr, Peabody either a bharonetcy or the
Grand Crosgs of the Order of the Bath. Mr. Peanody,
still true to his American instincts, declined them
poth, and when asked what girt, if any, he wounld
accept, he replied:—"“A letter from the Queen of
England which I may carry across the Atlantic, and
deposit as & meworial of one of her most faithful
sons.” To this reguest a ready response was given
by o letter, which has sinee been deposited, along
with the portrait of her Majesty, in the Peabady In-
gtitute ut Danvers.  In us letter, which wad dated
Windsor Castle, March 28, 1866, the Queen sald:—

“The queen hears that Mr, Peahody intends shortly
to return to America, and she woald be sorry that
he ghould leave England without being assuredd by
hersell how deeply she appreciates the nohle act of
more than princely munificence by which he has
sought to relieve the wants of her poorer sulijects
residing In London. It isan act, as the (Jneen to.
Heves, wholly without parallel, and which will carry
18 best reward In the congelonsness of having cou-
tributed so lnrgely to the assistance of those who
can Hitle velp themselves,

“The Queen would not, lowever, have been satis-
fled without giving Mr. Peabody some pablic mark
of her sense of his muanifesnce, and she wouald
gladly have conferred npon him clther a baronetey
or the Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath, hat
that she understandsg Mr, Peabody to feel himsell
debarred from aceepting such distinetions,

*It only remains, therefore, for the (Quesn to give
Mr. Peabody tiis assurance of her personal feelings,
which she would further wish to mark by asking
nim to a.-m-lrl n miniatire portralt of herself, which
ghe will desire to have palnted for him, and which,
when finished, can either be =ent to lim in Ameriea,
or given to him on the return which she rejoices to
hear he meditates to the country that owes him 8o
mueh,”

T'o this letter 3Mr. Peabody made the followlng

His Second Vislt to the United States.

During the civil war in the United States, Mr., Pea-
body remained In England, taking no part whiteve
in the struggle, elther by action or public expression
of sympathy. By birth he was a Northern man, but
118 business relations 1o this country had been prin-
cipally with the South und with Southern men, and
it was therefore natural, and perhaps excoasable, that
he should take an entirely neatral stand, deviated
from, however, in a gifvofl §10,000 o the Sanitary
Fruwd, But as soon as the war was fairly elosad, he
paid another visit o the United States, arriving ia
1506 and remainiog nearly & year, and during his
stay gave aple proof that he sincerely desired to
promote the Lest interests of the Southern States,
The Southern Edoecationnd Fand nnd Other

Benelnctions,

The number and montdeence of s benefactions
during this visit will appear almost incredible. To
Puiilips Academy, in Andover, he guve 825,000 to
the Newburyport Libravy, $15,0005 to billding o new
ehurch 1o Geolgetown, Massachusetts, §URL B0
to @ library in the same town, F16000;
